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DETAILED ACTION 
Claims 8-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Boghean. 

Broadly Boghean teaches a platform b, a belt a, a motor operably comiected to the belt 
and a plurality of spindles r are operably connected to the platform. Figure 4, for example, 
shows a first spindle on the far left side of the base platform b and a second spindle on the far 
right side of the base platform b. The belt extends around the first and second spindles and 
around the chest of the patient. The spindles are also disposed between the belt and the patient. 

Claims 19-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
MoUenauer WO 99/09929 in view of Meister and Bastyr et aL '622. 

Meister teaches a beh adapted to extend around the chest of the patient including 
compression pads 3. Meister appears silent with regard to the exact composition of the pads 3. 
Such details are well within the realm of the artisan of ordinary skill. The pads would appear to 
be envelopes filled with foam. Such is one example of a conventional pad. An air filled bladder 
is another obvious equivalent conventional pad. Bastyr teaches the convention of using an air 
filled bladder 40, 42, 44, 46, 48, 50. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art to modify MoUenauer to include pads as taught by Meister to help cushion the compression 
forces being applied to the patient and to use an air bladder as taught by Bastyr to provide the 
details of the construction of a pad. 

Regarding claim 19, it would have been obvious to perform the method of using this 
device by providing the device operably connecting the device to the patient and compressing the 
chest of the patient. Such would be inherent steps in using the device. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 8-21 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Regarding claims 19-21, applicant argues that the prior art doesn't teach or suggest 
compressing the chest with an anterior-posterior compression and does not compress the chest in 
an ovoid shape. Applicant does admit that the prior art teaches performing circumferential 
compressions. If the prior art performs circumferential compressions then it would also provide 
anterior-posterior compressions as well. The prior art compresses in the anterior direction and in 
the posterior direction as well as other directions. It is not clear how the prior art doesn't 
perform anterior-posterior compressions if it compresses circumferentially. The same would 
apply to claim 17.
